Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative requested an interview to clarify and ask 
questions related to the term fluorophosphate glass and whether the addition of the limitation of a glass having no lead 
and arsenic would render the claims allowable under the current rejections. The Examiner and the Applicant's 
Representative discussed the question of what amount of fluorine present in a glass represented a fluorophosphate 
glass. The Examiner recommended adding the fluorine content limitation of proposed amending claim 3 into the 
independent claim to clarify the fluorophosphate limitation. The Examiner also clarified that the phrase " no arsenic and 
lead" read that the glass couldn't contain either arsenic or lead. 
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
